Foster  Fitz-Simons 


receives  the  North  Carolina  Award  for  Fine  Arts  for  his  long  and  continued  service 
as  actor,  director,  teacher,  dancer,  and  choreographer  in  North  Carolina  theatre 
events. 

Born  June  30,  1912,  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  Fitz-Simons  attended  Emory  University 
and  received  his  bachelor's  degree  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina  in  dramatic 
art.  For  several  years  after  his  graduation,  he  was  a  member  of  The  Ted  Shawn  and 
His  Men  Dancers'  Company,  performing  in  the  United  States,  Canada,  England,  and 
Cuba.  He  later  appeared  in  a  dance  partnership  tour  in  concerts  in  this  country, 
Canada,  and  Argentina.  During  some  of  the  same  years,  he  was  an  instructor  in 
modem  dance  at  Jacob's  Pillow.  Ending  his  touring  years  as  a  dancer,  he  became  an 
instructor  in  dramatic  art  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  as  a 
staff  designer  for  the  Carolina  Playmakers. 

From  his  beginning  association  with  the  University,  he  has  been  involved  con- 
tinually with  many  activities  in  its  dramatic  arts  department;  but  it  is  not  just  for  his 
accomplishments  with  the  University  that  he  is  recognized,  but  for  his  achievements 
outside  the  academic  sphere. 

In  1950,  he  did  the  choreography  for  Kermit  Hunter's  long-running  outdoor  drama, 
"Unto  These  Hills",  at  Cherokee.  While  his  original  career  was  that  of  a  dancer, 
Fitz-Simons  proved  his  versatility  here  as  elsewhere  as  an  actor  by  taking  a  leading 
role  in  the  show. 

Earlier  he  had  both  staged  the  dances  and  played  the  medicine  man,  Uppowoc,  in 
"The  Lost  Colony"  and  then  had  gone  on  to  serve  as  assistant  director  for  the  play.  As 
a  stage  designer,  he  has  done  settings  for  shows  that  have  ranged  from  "Arsenic  and 
Old  Lace"  to  "The  Boss  of  Bar  Z". 

He  has  choreographed  "Iolanthe",  "Midsummer  Night's  Dream",  "The  Winter's 
Tale",  "The  Gondoliers",  and  "The  Taming  of  the  Shrew",  among  others,  and  also 
done  the  settings  for  many  of  the  shows. 

He  has  written  a  novel,  Bright  Leaf,  that  Warner  Brothers  made  into  a  film.  He  has 
written  three  plays,  "The  Twilight  Zone",  in  collaboration  with  Tom  Avers;  "Four  on 
a  Heath";  and  "Road  Into  the  Sun". 

He  and  his  wife,  Marion,  have  several  children. 


Romare  Bearden 


receives  the  North  Carolina  Award  to  a  native  living  outside  the  state  as  a  painter  of 
exceptional  power  and  perception. 

Bearden,  born  in  Charlotte  in  1914,  has  been  quoted  as  saying:  "Art  celebrates  a 
victory.  I  look  for  all  those  elements  in  which  life  expresses  that  victory." 

His  career  has  bom  out  the  statement.  To  establish  oneself  as  an  artist  is  no  easy 
matter;  and  for  a  black  artist,  it  is  even  more  difficult.  But  Bearden  has  succeeded 
in  his  calling  as  his  accomplishments  bear  witness. 

Bearden  grew  up  in  New  York,  where  he  received  a  bachelor's  degree  in  mathe- 
matics from  New  York  University  in  1935.  Five  years  later,  he  had  his  first  one-man 
show  at  the  Add  Bates  Studio  in  New  York,  having,  in  the  meantime,  become  a 
student  at  the  Art  Students  League.  His  work  first  entered  a  museum  collection  in 
1945  when  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  acquired  his  "He  Is  Risen". 

World  War  II  service  interrupted  his  career  but  he  emerged  in  1945  with  two 
one-man  shows  in  Paris  and  in  Washington,  D.  C.  Other  one-man  shows  followed  in 
New  York;  and,  in  addition,  he  was  included  regularly  in  the  annuals  of  the  Whitney 
Museum  of  American  Art  and  was  one  of  those  artists  whose  work  was  selected  by 
the  State  Department  for  inclusion  in  traveling  shows  abroad.  He  has  had  many  one- 
man  shows  since  at  the  Corcoran  Gallery,  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  and  the 
Carnegie  Institute  of  Technology,  among  others.  A  traveling  show,  prepared  by  the 
Museum  of  Modern  Art  and  entitled  "Romare  Bearden:  The  Prevalence  of  Ritual", 
was  shown  at  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  Art  in  1972.  The  show,  according  to  the 
Museum's  director,  was  filled  "with  allusions  to  both  American  and  African  origins 
that  include  spirituals  and  jazz,  card-playing  nights  and  church-going  Sundays, 
family  meals  and  blue  Mondays,  set  against  Southern  landscapes  and  hleak  Northern 
slums". 

Bearden  was  one  of  the  founders  in  1963  of  The  Spiral  Group,  which  had  as  its 
primary  concern  the  problems  of  Negro  artists.  In  1964,  he  became  art  director  of  the 
Harlem  Cultural  Council.  In  1970,  he  received  a  grant  from  the  Guggenheim  Foun- 
dation to  write  a  book  on  the  history  of  Afro- American  art.  In  intervening  years,  his 
work  was  represented  in  group  shows  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  the  Car- 

gie  Institute,  the  National  Institute  of  Arts  and  Letters,  and  the  Whitney.

Richard  Walser 


receives  the  North  Carolina  Award  for  Literature  as  a  writer,  editor,  teacher,  and 
scholar  whose  work  has  played  an  integral  role  for  many  years  in  furthering  the  state's 
literary  achievements.  His  book,  Thomas  Wolfe:  An  Introduction  and  Interpretation, 
published  in  1961,  is  credited,  for  example,  with  being  the  inspiration  of  a  revival  of 
interest  in  the  Asheville  novelist. 

Besides  numerous  articles,  both  popular  and  scholarly,  in  various  journals,  Walser 
has  edited,  written,  or  prepared  for  publication  about  25  books  covering  a  wide  range 
of  subjects  closely  connected  with  the  state.  Among  them  are:  North  Carolina  Drama; 
Short  Stories  From  the  Old  North  State;  Nematodes  in  My  Garden  of  Verse;  The 
Poems  of  Governor  Thomas  Burke  of  North  Carolina;  The  North  Carolina  Miscellany; 
Poets  of  North  Carolina;  Young  People's  Picturebook  of  Tar  Heel  Authors;  North 
Carolina  Parade:  Stories  of  History  and  People  (in  collaboration  with  Julia  Mont- 
gomery Street);  The  Black  Poet:  Being  the  Remarkable  Story  (Partly  Told  by  Himself) 
of  George  Moses  Horton,  a  North  Carolina  Slave;  Literary  North  Carolina:  A  Brief 
Historical  Survey;  and  Tar  Heel  Laughter. 

His  interest  in  the  state's  literary  history  is  reflected  not  only  in  the  books  he  has 
written  and  edited  but  also  in  facsimile  editions  of  early  books  by  North  Carolina 
writers  that  he  has  prepared  for  publication.  Among  these  are:  Lemuel  Sawyer's 
Blackbeard,  the  first  North  Carolina  play  (1824);  Robert  Strange's  Eoneguski  or  The 
Cherokee  Chief  the  first  North  Carolina  novel  (1839);  and  Mattie  J.  Peterson's  Little 
Pansy  and  Miscellaneous  Poetry  (1890). 

Now  professor  emeritus  of  literature  at  North  Carolina  State  University,  where  his 
speciality  was  American  Literature,  he  earlier  had  taught  English  at  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  and  in  the  high  schools  of  Linwood,  Lexington, 
Durham,  and  Greenville. 

Born  October  23,  1908,  in  Lexington,  where  he  grew  up,  he  attended  Davidson 
College  and  took  his  bachelor's  and  master's  degrees  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  He  spent  three  years  in  the  Naval  Reserve,  seeing  duty  in 
the  Southwest  Pacific  and  Panama.  Now  a  Naval  Reserve  commander  (retired),  he 
received  the  bronze  star. 

A  member  of  many  professional  organizations  and  the  recipient  of  a  Guggenheim 
Fellowship,  he  is  a  past  president  of  the  North  Carolina  Teachers  Association,  the 
North  Carolina  Literary  and  Historical  Association,  the  North  Carolina  Folklore 
Society,  and  the  North  Carolina  Writers  Conference,  which  he  helped  found.  He  also 
is  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Mayflower  Descendants,  the  Watauga  Club  of  Raleigh, 
and  the  Historical  Society  of  North  Carolina. 


Juanita  M.  Kreps 


receives  the  North  Carolina  Award  for  Public  Service  for  the  range  and  scope  of  her 
activities  in  the  field  of  economics.  Advisor  to  federal  governmental  agencies,  a 
member  of  the  boards  of  many  corporations,  and  a  prolific  writer,  she  has  covered  a 
gamut  of  economic  problems,  ranging  from  Sex  in  the  Marketplace:  American  Women 
at  Work,  one  of  her  books,  to  "Economic  Problems  of  an  Aging  Population:  Objectives 
of  the  Research  in  Economics",  published  in  the  Proceedings  of  Seminars  of  the  Duke 
University  Council  on  Gerontology,  1959-61. 

Her  career  as  an  educator  and  economist  has  earned  her  a  worldwide  reputation. 
She  has  been  director  of  undergraduate  studies  in  economics  at  Duke  and  from 
1969-72  served  as  dean  of  its  Woman's  College  and  as  assistant  provost. 

Now  James  B.  Duke  professor  of  economics  and  vice-president  of  the  university, 
she  serves  on  the  boards  of  directors  of  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange,  the  J.  C. 
Penney  Company,  Western  Electric  Company,  R.  J.  Reynolds  Industries,  Inc.,  North 
Carolina  Carolina  Bank,  North  Carolina  National  Bank  Corporation,  and  the  East- 
man Kodak  Company.  Recently,  she  was  named  chairman  of  board  of  trustees  of 
the  Educational  Testing  Service.  She  also  holds  board  directorships  for  North  Caro- 
lina Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield,  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Corporation,  the 
American  Association  for  Higher  Education,  and  the  Academy  for  Educational 
Development.  She  holds  a  Presidential  appointment  on  the  National  Manpower 
Commission  and  a  United  States  Senate  appointment  on  the  Commission  on  the 
Operation  of  the  Senate.  Among  other  current  activities,  she  is  president  of  the 
Southern  Economic  Association,  a  trustee  of  the  College  Retirement  Equities  Fund, 
and  a  trustee  of  Berea  College. 

Born  in  Lynch,  Kentucky,  in  1921,  she  took  her  bachelor's  degree  at  Berea  and  her 
master's  and  doctor's  degrees  at  Duke.  Teaching  positions  in  economics  followed  at 
Denison  University,  Hofstra  University,  and  Queens  College.  She  joined  the  faculty 
at  Duke  in  1958.  Fourteen  years  earlier  she  had  married  Clifton  H.  Kreps,  Jr.,  who  is 
Wachovia  Professor  of  Banking  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill. 
They  have  three  children. 

With  collaborators,  including  her  husband,  she  has  produced  nine  books,  ranging 
from  contemporary  labor  economics  to  trade  and  tariff.  At  last  count,  Dr.  Kreps  had 
written  more  than  60  monographs  dealing  with  such  subjects  as  Taxation,  Spending 
and  the  National  Debt,  published  by  Holt,  Rinehart  and  Winston;  "Criteria  for 
Retirement:  A  Reexamination",  published  in  The  Gerontologist;  and  "Six  Cliches  in 
Search  of  a  Woman",  published  in  Vital  Speeches  of  the  Day. 


C.  Clark  Cockerham 


receives  the  North  Carolina  Award  in  Science  for  pioneering  research  in  quantitative 
genetics  which  has  led  to  plant  and  animal  improvement.  He  is  regarded  by  many 
as  the  leading  international  authority  in  the  area  of  statistical  genetics  ana  in  the 
application  of  such  quantitative  concepts  to  plant  and  animal  breeding. 

Due  in  large  part  to  Dr.  Cockerham's  leadership,  North  Carolina  State  University 
has  a  national  and  worldwide  reputation  for  genetic  research  in  general,  and  for 
quantitative  genetics  in  particular.  Dr.  Cockerham  has  been  instrumental  in  estab- 
lishing and  sustaining  this  reputation  since  the  mid-1950s,  when  he  joined  the  North 
Carolina  State  faculty  and  began  to  direct  the  theoretical  aspect  of  the  research  pro- 
gram in  quantitative  genetics  in  the  Department  of  Statistics. 

While  ne  is  known  to  his  students  and  faculty  colleagues  for  his  deep  involvement 
in  teaching  and  in  guiding  graduate  students,  his  international  reputation  is  based 
on  his  research  contributions.  He  has  been  invited  to  present  13  special  papers  at 
international  meetings  during  the  past  15  years.  His  many  publications  reflect  his 
interests  in  three  areas:  theoretical  developments  in  statistical  genetics;  synthesis 
and  unification  of  various  developments  in  statistical  genetics;  planning,  designing, 
and  interpreting  quantitative  genetics  in  cooperation  with  other  crop  and  animal 
scientists  in  breeding  experiments.  That  more  attention  seems  to  be  paid  to  ideas  and 
approaches  to  quantitative  genetics  at  the  North  Carolina  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  than  anywhere  else  in  the  world  is  attributed  largely  to  Dr.  Cockerham. 

His  concern  for  applying  basic  genetics  to  real  problems  marks  him  as  a  scientist 
of  courage.  The  solutions  which  he  has  developed  to  mathematical  problems  have 
had  both  theoretical  significance  and  practical  value  in  improving  agricultural  pro- 
duction. For  the  past  12  years,  he  has  been  Program  Director  of  the  Quantitative 
Genetics  Program  Project  Grant  in  the  Departments  of  Genetics,  Statistics,  Animal 
Science,  and  Forestry. 

The  recipient  was  born  December  12,  1921,  in  Mountain  Park,  North  Carolina.  He 
took  a  bachelor's  and  master's  degree  at  North  Carolina  State  College  and  a  doctorate 
at  Iowa  State  College.  He  was  elected  fellow  of  the  American  Society  of  Agronomy  in 
1972  and  a  Member  of  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences  in  1974.  He  received  the 
Gamma  Delta  Sigma  Award  of  Merit  from  North  Carolina  State  University  in  1964 
for  his  contributions  to  the  field  of  agriculture,  and  in  1972  he  was  named  William 
Neal  Reynolds  Professor  of  Statistics  and  Genetics.  He  is  married  to  the  former 
Joyce  Evelyn  Allen,  and  they  have  three  childr 
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
